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COMPLETING  APPLICATIONS 

All  applicants  must  be  bona  fide 
members  of  your  fire  department. 

Please  ensure  application  forms  are 
fully  completed.  Forms  must  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  fire 
department  (Fire  Chief,  Safety 
Supervisor,  Manager,  Department 
Head)  or  their  designate.  If  required 
for  the  course,  the  certificate  of 
physical  fitness  is  to  be  completed  and 
signed. 

There  are  separate  application  forms 
for  the  Local  courses.  Extension 
courses,  and  for  attendance  at  AFTS. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  PHYSICAL 
FITNESS 

Certificates  of  physical  fitness  must  be 
signed  by  the  person  who  determines 
an  individual's  fitness  for  fire  service 
duty.  Authorized  individuals  include 
the  Fire  Chief,  municipal  secretary, 
public  health  nurse,  physician, 
industrial  hygiene  nurse,  safety  nurse, 
safety  supervisor,  or  management 
members  responsible  for  brigade 
staffing.  Applicants  cannot  verify 
their  own  fitness  level. 

Where  a certificate  of  physical  fitness 
is  required,  applicants  must  maintain 
their  physical  condition  until  the 
course  takes  place  or  withdraw  their 
application.  To  withdraw,  applicants 
must  contact  the  Alberta  Fire  Training 
School. 

The  Coordinator  of  the  School  may 
refuse  any  candidate  who  is  incapable 
of  fully  participating  in  training 
exercises.  In  such  cases,  the 
Coordinator  will  phone  the  Fire  Chief 
or  other  official  to  explain  the 
decision.  A written  notice  will  follow. 


ENROLMENT  RESTRICTIONS 

To  serve  more  communities,  the 
Alberta  Fire  Training  School  may 
limit  enrolment  to  a maximum  of  two 
candidates  from  the  same  fire 
department  in  each  course  in  any 
given  week. 

Should  a course  not  be  filled,  fire 
departments  that  have  submitted  extra 
applications  will  be  granted  the  first 
opportunity  to  enrol  additional 
candidates.  The  Coordinator  may 
make  other  exceptions. 

NOTIFICATION 

Once  completed  applications  are 
received  at  the  School,  accepted 
candidates  will  be  notified  by  mail. 
When  a course  is  over-subscribed, 
applicants  will  be  notified  of  their 
position  on  the  waiting  fist. 

Candidates  may  re-apply  for  the  same 
course  at  a later  date.  Those  who 
remain  on  the  waiting  list  will  be 
given  priority  for  those  courses 
offered  the  following  year  upon  re- 
application. 

TEXT  BOOK  POLICY 

All  classroom  text  books  will  remain 
the  property  of  the  Alberta  Fire 
Training  School. 

COURSE  DURATION 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  courses 
run  Monday  through  Friday  with 
dismissal  at  noon  on  Friday. 

FEE  PAYMENT 

Course  fees  include  all  textbook  and 
classroom  materials.  Upon  receiving 
an  acceptance  letter,  candidates, 
municipalities  or  corporations  must 
submit  a cheque,  money  order  or 
purchase  order  for  the  full  registration 


fee.  If  payment  is  by  credit  card  or 
cash,  it  must  be  paid  by  noon  on  the 
first  day  of  the  course. 

Class  seats  will  only  be  reserved  until 
8:00  a.m.  on  the  first  day  of  the 
course.  Late  arrivals  may  not  be 
accepted. 

Registration  fees  will  be  fully 
refunded  if  AFTS  cancels  a course  or 
if  a candidate  withdraws  their 
registration  due  to  illness  or  a death  in 
the  family. 

For  those  who  fail  to  advise  AFTS 
five  (5)  working  days  prior  to  a 
course  offering,  a $100.00  service 
charge  will  be  applied. 

The  Coordinator  reserves  the  right  to 
waive  the  $100.00  fee  in  special 
circumstances  such  as  illness,  injury, 
or  family  death. 

EXPENSES 

The  Province  pays  room  and  board  for 
course  candidates  who  are  members 
of  a fire  department  from  an  Alberta 
provincial  institution  or  municipality. 
Accommodations  are  based  on  double 
occupancy.

❖ FIRE  SERVICES  CAREER  PATHS-PROFESSIONAL  QUALIFICATIONS 


In  this  section  of  the  calendar 
considerable  information  is  provided 
to  assist  you  in  planning  your  training 
and  education  to  suit  the  fire  service 
career  path  you  have  chosen.  First  is 
a listing  of  courses  required  to  certify 
to  the  various  levels  of  the  National 
Professional  Qualification  Standards 
(pages  3 to  6). 

On  pages  5 and  6 you  will  find  the 
list  of  courses  necessary  to  be 
certified  as  a Safety  Codes  Officer 
(Fire  Inspector  and  Fire  Investigator) 
as  approved  by  the  Alberta  Safety 
Codes  Council. 

On  page  6 our  partnership 
arrangement  with  Athabasca 
University  is  described  and  on  page  7 
our  arrangement  with  the  University 
of  Cincinnati. 

Page  25  offers  a description  of  the 
courses  delivered  by  AFTS  and  its 
partners. 

Courses  developed  or  adapted  by  the 
Alberta  Fire  Training  School  and 
Athabasca  University  courses 
identified,  are  designed  to  meet  the 
intent  of  the  National  Professional 
Qualifications  Standards. 

The  Fire  Commissioner's  Office 
encourages  the  fire  service  to 
consider  using  these  standards  as  part 
of  their  human  resource  development 
program. 


The  standards  were  designed  for  use 
by  both  large  and  small,  career  and 
volunteer,  departments.  The  term 
"professional"  is  as  relevant  to 
volunteer  as  it  is  to  a career 
departments  and  the  Alberta  Fire 
Training  School  does  not  differentiate 
between  the  two  in  its  training 
programs.  Our  mandate  is  to  serve 
the  citizens  of  Alberta  by  providing 
their  fire  service  personnel  with  the 
best  training  available. 

AFTS  staff  regularly  monitor  the 
NFPA  Standards.  Existing  courses 
will  be  revised  or  equivalent  courses 
will  be  selected  to  continue  to  meet 
the  intent  of  the  current  standards. 

Athabasca  University  courses  have 
been  selected  because  they  are 
available  by  correspondence  to 
everyone  in  the  province.  Candidates 
may,  of  course,  choose  to  enrol  with 
some  other  university  that  offers 
equivalent  courses,  however, 
Athabasca  University  course  levels 
have  been  selected  as  the  minimum 
acceptable,  therefore,  only  courses 
that  are  at  least  equivalent  to  them 
will  be  accepted  as  meeting  the 
standards.  For  a complete 
description  of  Athabasca  University 
courses  and  enrolment  procedures, 
candidates  should  refer  to  Athabasca 
University's  current  course  calendar. 


Titles  and  content  of  both  AFTS  and 
Athabasca  University  courses 
identified  in  this  package  may  change 
when  warranted  to  meet  new 
curriculum  needs. 

Course  candidates  will  be  able  to 
receive  certification  under  the 
International  Fire  Service 
Accreditation  Congress,  or  the 
National  Board  on  Fire  Service 
Professional  Qualifications  or 
possibly  both  for  the  various  levels  in 
the  NFPA  Standards."

Dangerous  Goods  First  Responder- 
Awareness 

Course:  This  eight  hour  course  will 
address  the  Transportation  of 
Dangerous  Goods  regulations, 
placarding,  WHMIS,  and  NFPA  704. 
It  is  designed  for  the  person  who,  in 
the  course  of  their  normal  duties,  may 
be  the  first  on  the  scene  of  an 
emergency  involving  dangerous 
goods.  They  will  be  expected  to 
recognize  dangerous  goods  presence, 
protect  themselves,  call  for  trained 
personnel  and  secure  the  area.  An 
examination  is  conducted  at  the  end  of 
the  program  and  the  successful 
candidate  will  be  issued  a Certificate 
of  Completion. 

Prerequisites:  None." 


Dangerous  Goods  First  Responder- 
Operational 

Course:  This  forty  hour  course  will 
address  response,  scene  control, 
identification  of  containers,  personal 
protective  clothing  and  equipment, 
monitoring,  spill  control,  emergency 
decontamination  and  evaluation.  This 
course  is  designed  for  those  persons 
who  respond  to  releases  or  potential 
releases  of  dangerous  goods  as  part  of 
the  initial  response  to  the  incident  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  nearby 
persons,  the  environment  or  property 
from  the  effects  of  the  release.  They 
will  be  trained  to  respond  in  a 
defensive  fashion  to  control  the 


release  from  a safe  distance  and  keep 
it  from  spreading.  There  is  an 
extensive  hands-on  component  to  this 
course  and  candidates  will  be 
expected  to  wear  fully  encapsulating 
clothing  and  breathing  apparatus  to 
complete  the  program.  Upon 
successful  completion  of  the  practical 
components  of  the  course,  candidates 
will  write  a final  examination. 
Successful  candidates  receive  a 
Certificate  of  Completion. 

Prerequisites:  Awareness  Level  and 
self-contained  breathing  apparatus 
training.  ■ 


Dangerous  Goods  Responder- 
Technician 

Course:  This  eighty  hour  course 
addresses  response  to  and  mitigation 
of  dangerous  goods  releases  and 
potential  releases.  Topics  to  be 
covered  include  analysing  the 
incident,  collecting  and  interpreting 
hazard  and  response  information, 
describing  the  condition  of  the 
container,  predicting  the  behaviour  of 
containers,  planning  the  response, 
selecting  and  using  PPC,  developing 
appropriate  decontamination 
procedures  and  implementing  the 
response.  A large  part  of  the  course 
deals  with  scenarios  and  hands-on 
practical  application.  This  course  is 
designed  for  those  persons  who 
respond  to  releases  or  potential 
releases  of  dangerous  goods  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  the  release. 


Candidates  will  be  expected  to  use 
specialized  chemical-protective 
clothing  and  specialized  control 
equipment.  During  this  course 
candidates  will  receive  nightly 
homework  assignments.  With 
successful  completion  of  the 
homework  assignments  and  the 
practical  requirements  of  the  course, 
candidates  will  write  a final 
examination  for  the  Certificate  of 
Completion. 

Prerequisites:  Awareness  and 
Operational  Levels  and  candidates 
must  be  a responder  on  a fire/ 
emergency  response  team.  ■ 


Dangerous  Goods  Responder- 
Command 

Course:  This  course  is  forty  hours  in 
length  and  covers  such  topics  as  types 
of  hazard  and  response  data, 
estimating  outcomes,  planning  the 
response,  implementing  the  response, 
evaluating  progress,  reporting  and 
documenting  the  incident  and 
conducting  critiques.  The  course  is 
designed  for  persons  responsible  for 
directing  and  coordinating  all 
activities  at  a dangerous  goods 
incident. 

Prerequisites:  Awareness  and 
Operational  Levels.  Experience  as  an 
Incident  Commander  or  recognized 
Incident  Command  course." 
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❖ NFPA  1001  and  1002-Fire  Fighter  and  Apparatus  Driver/Operator  Courses 


Unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  following  courses  will  be  limited  to  2 1 candidates.  A certificate  of  physical 
fitness  is  required  for  all  Fire  Fighter  level  courses  except  for  "Fire  Prevention  For  The  Fire  Fighter"  and 
“Building  Construction  for  the  Fire  Service”. 


Part  I Fire  Fighter 

Course:  Basic  level  course  will 
equip  fire  fighters  with  the  necessary 
skills  and  knowledge  to  perform 
effective  basic  rescue  in  a hostile 
environment. 

The  course  includes  sections  dealing 
with  fire  service  orientation  and  fire 
service  educational  development, 
basic  equipment  identification,  ropes 
and  knots,  tying  and  hoisting 
equipment,  fire  behaviour,  chemistry, 
hazardous  respiratory  environments, 
breathing  apparatus  theory  and 
application,  primary  rescue 
techniques,  and  fire  department  radio 
communications. 

Approximately  40%  of  this  course  is 
devoted  to  practical  exercises.  All 
candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environ- 
ment in  order  to  pass  the  course. 

Special  Requirement:  Beards 
and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  ■ 


Part  II  Fire  Fighter 

Course:  Designed  to  develop  the 
individual  fire  fighter's  manipulative 
skills  in  proper  use  of  fire  apparatus, 
equipment,  and  hose  handling. 
Contents  include  apparatus  familiar- 
ization and  equipment  checks;  basic 
hose  handling;  pump  operation; 
connecting  apparatus  to  appliances 
and  devices  such  as  standpipe, 
sprinkler  systems,  wyes,  Siamese,  and 
deluge  sets;  practical  water  movement 


exercises;  and  forward  and  reverse 
hose  lays. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  also  have 
successfully  completed  Part  I Fire 
Fighter." 


Pump  Operator  “A” 

Course:  Designed  for  fire  fighters 
and  pump  operators.  Classroom  and 
practical  instruction  is  given  on 
pumping  engines,  designs,  acces- 
sories, and  principles  of  operation. 
Water  movement,  fireground  working 
pressures,  and  developing  effective 
fire  streams  will  also  be  studied. 
Demonstrations  and  practical 
exercises  emphasize  effective  methods 
of  supplying  a pumper  from  hydrants 
and  static  sources.  All  drill  exercises 
are  designed  to  give  the  pump 
operator  practical  experience  in 
effectively  deploying  pumping 
equipment  under  conditions  often 
encountered  on  the  fireground. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Part  II  Fire 
Fighter. 

Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  asked  to  bring  a calculator." 


Part  III  Fire  Fighter 

Course:  Will  develop  skills  in 
operational  hose  and  ladder  evolu- 
tions, proper  ventilation  procedures, 
and  forcible  entry  procedures.  The 
candidate  will  be  given  the  opport- 
unity to  attack  and  extinguish  a variety 
of  structural  fires,  both  as  a fire  fighter 


and  as  an  officer.  This  provides  the 
fire  fighter  with  the  opportunity  to 
exercise  his/her  leadership  potential 
during  active  fire  evolutions. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled  environ- 
ment in  order  to  pass  the  course. 
Candidates  will  also  be  expected  to 
climb  and  work  from  ladders. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Pump 
Operator  "A". 

Special  Requirement:  Beards  and/or 
excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  ■ 


Part  IV  Fire  Fighter 

Course:  This  course  will  develop  the 
candidate's  skills  and  knowledge  in 
the  use  of  salvage  covers,  overhaul 
practices,  automatic  sprinkler  systems, 
extinguisher  distribution,  application, 
inspection,  and  maintenance.  Upon 
complete  extinguishment  of  a fire, 
candidates  are  expected  to  determine 
the  area  of  the  fire  origin,  preserve  the 
fire  scene  and  compile  a narrative 
report  of  the  fire.  All  candidates  must 
wear  breathing  apparatus  in  a smoke- 
filled  environment  in  order  to  pass  the 
course.  Candidates  will  also  be 
expected  to  climb  and  work  from 
ladders. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Part  III  Fire 
Fighter. 
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Special  Requirement:  Beards 
and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus. 

Note:  Candidates  may  take  Part  III 
and  Part  IV  Fire  Fighter  theory  in  a 
local  setting,  pass  the  written 
examination,  and  complete  the  Part 
III/IV  practical  subsequently." 


Part  V Fire  Fighter  - 
Dangerous  Goods  First  Responder 

Course:  This  course  forms  the 
introductory  portion  of  a dangerous 
goods  first  responder  program  for  the 
fire  fighter.  The  course  will 
concentrate  on  flammable  liquids 
common  to  many  dangerous  goods 
incidents. 

The  fire  fighter  will  understand 
flammable  liquid  characteristics; 
dangerous  goods  identification;  types 
of  foam;  and  foam  application/ 
distribution  and  generating 
equipment. 

The  candidate  will  perform  practical 
fire  fighting  exercises  dealing  with 
foam  application,  portable  fire 
extinguishers,  water  fog  application 
and  simulated  dangerous  goods 
incidents. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  hostile  fire  environments 
in  order  to  pass  the  course. 

This  course  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Pump 
Operator  "A". 

Special  Requirement:  Beards 
and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  ■ 


Part  VI  Fire  Fighter 
Dangerous  Goods  First  Responder 

Course:  This  course  forms  the 
second  level  of  a dangerous  goods 
first  responder  program  for  the  fire 
fighter.  The  course  will  concentrate 
on  flammable  gases  common  to  many 
dangerous  goods  and  industrial 
incidents.  The  candidate  will  perform 
practical  exercises  in  industrial  rescue 
and  controlling  flammable  gas  and 
pressurized  flammable  liquid  fires. 
Simulated  dangerous  goods  incidents 
may  be  included  in  this  course. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  hostile  fire  environments 
in  order  to  pass  the  course. 

Candidates  will  be  expected  to 
perform  confined  space  entry  and 
rescue. 

This  course  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Part  V Fire 
Fighter. 

Special  Requirement:  Beards  and/or 
excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus. 

Note:  Candidates  may  take  Part  V and 
Part  VI  Fire  Fighter  theory  only  in  a 
local  setup,  pass  the  written 
examination,  and  complete  the  Part 
V/VI  practical  subsequently.  ■ 


Dangerous  Goods  Incident  Control 

Course:  This  course  will  assist 
candidates  in  determining  their  role 
within  the  systems  approach  to 
dangerous  goods  incident  command. 

In  addition,  the  candidates  will  receive 
instruction  on: 

► identification  and  confirmation  of 
dangerous  goods, 

► breathing  apparatus  for  dangerous 
goods  (including  airline 


equipment), 

► detection  devices, 

► personal  protective  clothing, 

► decontamination, 

► primary  leak  and  spill  control,  and 

► simulated  dangerous  goods 
incidents. 

Approximately  half  of  this  course  will 
involve  practical  hands-on  field  work. 
All  candidates  will  utilize  breathing 
apparatus  and/or  airline  equipment 
while  wearing  level  A or  B chemical 
protective  clothing  during  simulated 
dangerous  goods. 

This  course  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates. 

Preference  will  be  given  to  candidates 
who  have  successfully  completed 
Parts  V and  VI  Fire  Fighter, 
Dangerous  Goods  First  Responder. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Part  I Fire 
Fighter  or  have  been  deemed  eligible 
by  the  Coordinator." 


Fire  Prevention  for  the  Fire  Fighter 

Course:  This  course  will  assist  fire 
fighters  in  understanding  their  role  in 
fire  prevention  including  inspections, 
fire  and  exit  drills,  and  fire  statistics. 
The  candidate  will  also  learn  to 
participate  in  fire  prevention  programs 
dealing  with  public  fire  education  and 
public  information.  A certificate  of 
physical  fitness  is  not  required. 

This  course  has  been  designed  to 
provide  fire  department  management 
with  motivated,  fire  prevention 
conscious  fire  fighters  who  can  play  a 
valuable  role  in  loss  prevention. 
Previous  attendance  at  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School  is  not  required. 

The  course  will  be  limited  to  24 
candidates." 
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Vehicle  Extrication  and  Trench 
Rescue 

Course:  This  course  will  develop  the 
manipulative  skills  required  for  rescue 
activities  including  techniques  for 
removing  debris  and  rubble  from 
cave-ins;  the  use  of  shoring  blocks, 
trench  jacks,  block  and  tackle, 
hydraulic  jacks,  various  vehicle 
extrication  tools,  screw  jacks,  and  the 
techniques  of  preparing  a victim  for 
emergency  transportation.  Operating 
as  a member  of  a team,  the  candidate 
shall  extricate  a victim  from  a 
simulated  motor  vehicle  accident 
utilizing  hand  and  power  tools.  The 
candidate  will  be  given  the 
opportunity  to  participate  in  a 
simulated  rescue  operation. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Parts  I and  II 
Fire  Fighter  or  have  been  deemed 
eligible  by  the  Coordinator. 

Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  asked  to  bring  a good  pair  of 
leather  gloves.  ■ 


Building  Construction  for  the  Fire 
Service 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course,  the  candidate  will  be  able  to 
recognize  basic  concepts  in  building 
design  and  be  aware  of  possible 
weaknesses  within  the  structures 
encountered  while  engaged  in  fire 
fighting  or  rescue  activities.  Subject 
areas  covered  will  include  funda- 
mental elements  of  building 
construction;  structural  elements  of 
buildings,  and  fire  problems  of  wood, 
"ordinary",  concrete,  and  steel 
construction. 

Prerequisites:  None." 


Pump  Operator  "B" 

Course:  This  advanced  level  course 

is  for  fire  fighters  and  pump  operators. 

Classroom  and  practical  instruction  is 

given  on: 

► pump  operation  including  relay, 
tandem  and  dual  pumping, 

► portable  pumps, 

► apparatus  service  tests, 

► hydraulic  calculations  as  used  in 
the  fire  services, 

► water  movement  through  single 
and  double  hose  lays,  and 

► large  diameter  hose. 


The  course  will  be  limited  to  20 
candidates. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver's 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Pump 
Operator  "A".® 


Aerial  Apparatus 

Course:  This  advanced  level  course  is 
for  aerial  apparatus  operators.  Class- 
room and  practical  instruction  is  given 
on: 

► types  and  construction  of  aerial 
apparatus, 

► hydraulic  systems  on  aerial  devices 
and  apparatus, 

► operating,  positioning  and 
stabilizing  aerial  apparatus, 

► strategies  and  tactics, 

► elevated  master  streams,  and 

► aerial  apparatus  testing. 

The  course  will  be  limited  to  1 2 
candidates. 

Prerequisites:  Valid  Driver’s 
Licence.  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Pump 
Operator  “B”  of  the  1002  Fire 
Apparatus  Driver/Operator  Series.®

Building  Construction  for  the  Fire 
Service 

Fire  Officer  Cl,  Fire  Investigator 
Fll,  Public  Fire  and  Life  Safety 
Educator  G3,  Safety  Codes  Officer , 
Investigator  F202 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course,  the  candidate  will  be  able  to 
recognize  basic  concepts  in  building 
design  and  be  aware  of  possible 
weaknesses  within  the  structures 
encountered  while  engaged  in  fire 
fighting  or  rescue  activities.  Subject 
areas  covered  will  include  funda- 
mental elements  of  building 
construction;  structural  elements  of 
buildings,  and  fire  problems  of  wood, 
"ordinary",  concrete,  and  steel 
construction. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must 
currently  be  serving  as  a Fire 
Department  Officer." 


Leadership  for  the  Fire  Service 
Fire  Officer  C2 

Course:  This  course  will  introduce 
the  candidate  to  the  basic  concepts  of 
management  and  leadership 
applicable  to  the  fire  service. 

Upon  completion,  the  candidate  will 
be  able  to  identify: 


► the  scope  of  management  principles 
and  their  application, 

► leadership  and  its  relationship  to 
power, 

► decision  making  skills, 
communications  and  motivation, 

► management  theory-its  roots  and 
growth, 

► the  impact  of  behavioural  science 
and  modem  management,  and 

► a detailed  look  at  leadership  types 
and  techniques. 

There  are  numerous  practical 
exercises  dealing  with  conflict, 
grievances,  discipline,  and  many  other 
interesting  areas  of  first  line  manage- 
ment. This  course  will  be  a great 
asset  to  those  who  want  to  evaluate 
their  leadership  skills  in  a controlled 
atmosphere. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer." 


Pre-Emergency  Planning 

Fire  Officer  C3 

Course:  This  course  will  introduce 
the  candidate  to  methods  of  managing 
through  the  process  of  pre-emergency 
planning  utilizing: 

► goals  and  objectives  preparation, 


► target  hazard  priorization 

► data  and  survey  information 

► scale  systems 

► introduction  to  dangerous  goods 
planning, 

► industrial  target  hazards, 

► fire  flow  calculations, 

► standard  graphic  convention, 

► total  tactical  plan  preparation  and 
evaluation,  and 

► information  access  and  retrieval. 

The  final  mark  for  this  course  will  be 
determined  by: 

► 25%  for  an  individual  candidate 
pre-plan  assignment 

► 25%  for  a group  pre-plan 
assignment 

► 25%  for  an  individual  homework 
assignment 

► 20%  for  the  group's  management 
approach 

► 5%  for  the  group's  pre-emergency 
plan  contract  assignment. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer. 

Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  asked  to  bring  a calculator, 
drafting  paper  and  pencils,  1 : 1 00, 

1 :500  architectural  ruler  (optional)." 
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Safety  and  Suppression  for  the  Fire 
Officer 

Fire  Officer  C4 

Course:  The  first  part  of  this  course 
deals  with  fire  fighter  safety  and 
survival  and  the  fire  officer's 
responsibility  in  analysing  risk,  health 
and  fitness,  training,  response, 
incident  safety,  and  post  incident 
survival  programs. 

The  second  part  of  the  course  will 
assist  fire  officers  in  implementing 
and  managing  a safety  program 
including  attitudinal  approaches, 
health  and  safety  programs,  laws, 
standards  and  regulations,  health 
maintenance  and  fitness,  stress 
management  programs,  scene  safety, 
and  safety  investigation  and  analysis. 
The  overall  approach  will  provide  a 
well  rounded  officer  with  a useful 
background  in  safety  programming. 

A continuous  evaluation  process 
pertaining  to  group  participation  and 
recognition  of  components  in  both 
suppression  and  safety  will  determine 
the  candidate's  final  results. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer." 


Fire  Fighting  Strategy  and  Tactics- 
Command  (Theoretical) 

Fire  Officer  C5 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course  the  candidate  will  have  a 
knowledge  of  fire  fighting  strategy  and 
tactics  including  size  up  and  proce- 
dures for  control  of  an  emergency 
situation,  and  organization  principles 
applied  on  the  fireground.  The  course 
will  also  include  the  preparation  of 
data  base  for  strategy  decisions  and 
evaluating  strategy  decisions. 

The  candidate  will  analyse  situations, 
determine  resources  required  for 
control,  and  demonstrate  the  assign- 
ment and  placement  of  resources. 


Included  in  the  simulations  are: 

► rescue  operations, 

► overhaul  procedures, 

► salvage  operations, 

► ventilation, 

► fire  attack  (interior  and  exterior), 
and 

► methods  for  evaluating  effecti- 
veness. This  course  will  utilize  2- 
D,  3-D,  and  computer  simulations. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer." 


Fire  Fighting  Strategy  and  Tactics- 
Command  (Practical) 

Fire  Officer  C6 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course  the  candidate  will  have  a 
knowledge  of  fire  fighting  strategy  and 
tactics  including  size  up  and  proce- 
dures for  control  of  an  emergency 
situation,  and  organizational 
principles  applied  on  the  fireground. 

The  course  will  also  include  the 
preparation  of  a data  base  for  strategy 
decisions  and  the  evaluation  of 
strategic  decisions.  The  candidate 
will  also  experience  simulated 
fireground  situations  requiring 
multiple  agency  operations.  The 
candidate  shall  analyse  situations, 
determine  resources  required  for 
control,  and  demonstrate  the 
assignment  and  placement  of 
resources. 

Included  in  the  simulations  are: 

► rescue  operations, 

► overhaul  procedures, 

► salvage  operations, 

► ventilation, 

► fire  attack  (interior  and  exterior), 
and 

► methods  of  evaluating 
effectiveness. 

This  course  will  include  3-D 
simulations  and  actual  fire  runs.  The 
candidate  may  be  required  to  perform 


any  task  required  by  NFPA  Standard 
1001  and  1002. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled 
environment  in  order  to  pass  the 
course.  Candidates  may  be  required 
to  work  from  ladders  and  perform 
confined  space  entry  and  rescue. 

Special  Requirement:  Certificate  of 
physical  fitness  required.  Beards 
and/or  excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus.  If 
candidates  wish  a video  record  of  the 
fire  run  they  command,  please  bring  a 
personally  labelled  1/2"  VHS  video 
tape  (T-120  is  sufficient). 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  and  Fire  Officer  C5,  or 
be  currently  serving  as  a Fire 
Department  Officer  and  have  also 
completed  Fire  Officer  C5." 


Fire  Cause  Determination 
Fire  Officer  C7,  Fire  Inspector  D12 , 
Safety  Codes  Officer,  Inspector 
D209,  Safety  Codes  Officer, 
Investigator  FI 09 

Course:  This  course  is  designed  to 
give  the  candidate  a knowledge  of  the 
agencies  which  may  assist  in  fire 
investigations  and  the  candidates  legal 
duties  and  responsibilities.  It  also 
reinforces  the  present  knowledge  in 
determining  the  cause,  area  of  origin, 
and  circumstances  of  fires.  The 
subjects  covered  are: 

► smoke  and  flame, 

► building  conditions, 

► people's  actions, 

► incendiary  motivation, 

► wildland  fires, 

► preservation  of  the  scene  and 
evidence, 

► effects  of  overhaul  actions, 

► factors  affecting  fire  behaviour, 

► bum  patterns  and  their  indications, 

► cause  and  origin  indicators, 

► basic  electricity, 
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► explosions  and  their  effects, 

► the  crime  of  arson,  and 

► fire  report  writing. 

The  candidate  will  also  have  a 
knowledge  of  fire  cause  determination 
procedures.  This  course  is  limited  to 
24  candidates. 

Prerequisites:  This  course  is  open  to 
candidates  who  are  Fire  Chiefs,  their 
officers  with  fire  cause  determination 
responsibilities,  APTS  graduates  of 
1001  Fire  Fighter  Series,  Fire  Depart- 
ment Officers,  and  such  others  as  the 
Coordinator  may  consider  eligible." 


Fire  Prevention  (Fire  Protection 
Systems) 

Fire  Officer  C8 

Course:  The  candidate,  upon 
completion  of  this  course,  will  be  able 
to: 

► identify  organizations  that  support 
fire  protection  services  and 
describe  their  functions, 

► demonstrate  the  procedures  of 
inspection  for  stationary  fire 
pumps,  standpipe  systems,  and 
special  extinguishing  systems,  and 

► identify  and  describe  the  operating 
principles  of  special  fixed 
extinguishing  systems,  fire 
detection  systems,  and  special 
communication  systems  as 
described  by  the  NFPA. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer. 

Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  asked  to  bring  a calculator  and  it  is 
recommended  they  bring  the  most 
current  copies  of  the  Alberta  Building 
Code  and  the  Alberta  Fire  Code." 


Fire  Prevention  (Inspection  and 
Public  Education) 

Fire  Officer  C9 , Public  Fire  and 
Life  Safety  Educator  G2 

Course:  This  course  will  provide  the 


candidate  with  the  necessary  know- 
ledge to  utilize  those  fire  fighters  who 
have  completed  a recognized  fire 
prevention  program,  including  Alberta 
Fire  Code  requirements,  and  methods 
of  gaining  compliance.  It  will  also 
provide  an  in-depth  model  of  a self- 
generated community  based  public 
fire  education  program.  Key  segments 
include: 

► establishing  community 
responsibility, 

► fire  and  bum  problem 
identification, 

► determining  and  selecting  program 
objectives, 

► program  design,  implementation, 
and  evaluation. 

It  is  intended  to  provide  the  Fire 
Officer  with  sufficient  knowledge  to 
carry  out  limited  fire  prevention 
assignments  at  a company  level 
including  inspection,  code  enforce- 
ment, and  public  education.  This 
course  is  recommended  for  any  fire 
department  that  uses  its  line  officers  in 
fire  prevention  activities. 

It  will  also  provide  the  Public  Fire  and 
Life  Safety  Educator  with  a basic 
knowledge  of  fire  inspection  programs 
and  public  fire  education  programs  as 
they  may  be  applied  by  fire 
departments. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series,  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer. 

Special  Requirement:  It  is 

recommended  that  candidates  bring 
the  most  current  copies  of  the  Alberta 
Building  Code  and  the  Alberta  Fire 
Code." 


Human  Relations  and 
Management  for  the  Fire  Service 
Fire  Officer  CIO , Fire  Inspector 
D1 6,  Fire  Service  Instructor  Ed, 
Fire  Investigator  F13,  Public  Fire 
and  Life  Safety  Educator  G13 

Course:  This  course  is  based  on  the 


practical  and  theoretical  management 
demands  placed  upon  the  fire  service 
officer  in  a modem  productive  fire 
service  setting. 

The  course  will  consist  of  theoretical 
and  practical  exercises  dealing  with 
fire  service  examples  in  the  following 
areas: 

► managerial  functions,  roles,  levels, 
and  skills 

► decision  making, 

► the  planning  process  and  setting 
objectives, 

► implementing  strategic  planning, 

► liability  and  risk  management, 

► organizational  authority, 

► organizational  design, 

► staffing  and  human  resource 
management, 

► motivation, 

► organizational  change  and 
development,  and 

► production  and  managerial  control. 

All  these  elements  will  be  utilized  by 
the  candidate  in  effectively  managing 
a series  of  complex  fire  department 
changes. 

NOTE:  The  evaluation  process  for 
this  course  will  consist  of  management 
assignments  and  exercises. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  and  Fire  Officer  Level 
1 , or  be  currently  serving  as  a Fire 
Department  Officer  who  has  taken 
Leadership  for  the  Fire  Service  or  an 
equivalent  deemed  acceptable  by  the 
Coordinator." 


Dangerous  Goods  Incident 

Command 

Fire  Officer  Cl  1 

Course:  This  course  is  designed  to 
provide  simulated  but  realistic 
dangerous  goods  incidents  requiring 
advanced  command  procedures.  The 
candidate,  given  pertinent  information, 
shall  analyse  each  situation,  determine 
the  resources  required  for  control,  and 
demonstrate  the  assignment  and 
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placement  of  the  available  resources. 
In  addition,  the  candidate  will  utilize 
incident  planning  and  organization, 
incident  site  characterization,  air 
monitoring,  personal  protective 
equipment  selection,  spill  control 
techniques/equipment,  and 
decontamination. 

This  is  a practically  oriented 
command  course.  Half  of  the 
candidate's  time  will  be  spent  in  the 
field  performing  command  or 
response  team  procedures  dealing 
with  some  of  the  following: 

► flammable  liquids, 

► flammable  gases, 

► poisons, 

► explosives, 

► radioactive  materials, 

► flammable  solids, 

► reactives,  and 

► corrosives. 

All  candidates  will  perform  primary 
dangerous  goods  operations  level 
functions  during  this  course. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a totally  encapsulated  suit 
in  order  to  complete  this  course. 

NOTE:  Candidates  are  advised  to 
bring  a personal  oral  thermometer  to 
monitor  heat  stress.  Clothing  should 
be  casual  with  suitable  changes  for 
numerous  decontamination  routines. 

This  course  will  be  limited  to  24 
candidates. 

Prerequisites:  Certificate  of 
physical  fitness  required.  Candidates 
must  have  successfully  completed 
Dangerous  Goods  Incident  Control 
and  Strategy  and  Tactics-Command 
(Theoretical).  In  addition,  it  is 
strongly  recommended  that  the 
candidate  complete  the  Dangerous 
Goods  First  Responder  courses  (Fire 
Fighter  Parts  V and  VI)  and  Strategy 
and  Tactics-Command  (Practical) 
before  attending  this  command  level 
course. 


Special  Requirement:  Beards  and/or 
excessive  facial  hair  will  not  be 
allowed  as  it  may  prevent  the 
candidate  from  having  a proper  seal 
while  wearing  breathing  apparatus." 


Technical  Writing  Skills 
Fire  Officer  Cl  2,  Fire  Inspector 
D15,  Fire  Investigator  F12,  Public 
Fire  and  Life  Safety  Educator  G7, 
Safety  Codes  Officer-Inspector 
D210,  Safety  Codes  Officer- 
Investigator  FI  10 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course  the  candidate  will  have  a 
working  knowledge  of: 

► basic  sentence  structure, 

► punctuation, 

► paragraphing, 

► outlining, 

► formal  reports, 

► proposals, 

► incident  reports, 

► investigative  reports, 

► correspondence,  and 

► writing  performance  objectives. 

All  theory  portions  of  this  course  will 
be  augmented  with  practical  exercises 
which  will  be  evaluated  to  assist  in 
gauging  the  candidate's  ability.  This 
course  has  been  designed  to 
accommodate  a broad  range  of  writing 
behaviour. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  and  Fire  Officer  Level 
1 , or  be  currently  serving  as  a Fire 
Department  Officer." 


Water  Supplies 

Fire  Officer  Cl  3,  Fire  Inspector  Dl, 
Safety  Codes  Officer-Inspector 
D212 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course  the  candidate  will  have  a 
knowledge  of:  the  fundamentals  of 
water  supply  hydraulics;  such  as 
operating  pressure;  residual  pressure; 
discharge  capacity  of  pipes;  types  of 
distribution  systems  and  their 
components;  operational  readiness  of 


a water  supply  system;  taking  of 
measurements;  water  supply 
management;  flow  testing  and  fire 
flow  calculation;  as  well  as  code 
requirements. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Fire  Officer 
Level  II,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a 
Fire  Department  Officer  and/or  such 
others  as  the  Coordinator  may 
consider  eligible. 

Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  required  to  bring  a calculator  and 
it  is  recommended  they  bring  the  most 
current  copies  of  the  Alberta  Building 
Code  and  the  Alberta  Fire  Code." 


Major  Emergency  Planning 
Fire  Officer  Cl  4 

Course:  This  course  will  assist  the 
candidate  to  effectively  participate  in 
the  process  of  major  emergency 
planning.  The  material  will  identify 
the  four  phases  of  major  emergency 
planning: 

► preparedness, 

► mitigation, 

► response,  and 

► recovery. 

It  will  provide  the  candidate  with  a 
comprehensive  guide  to  performing 
major  emergency  planning  in  the  local 
setting.  With  an  emphasis  on 
assessment  and  management  the 
candidate  will  be  able  to  perform 
major  emergency  planning  within  any 
risk  driven  model.  This  course  has 
been  developed  by  AFTS  in 
consultation  with  Alberta  Public 
Safety  Services,  now  part  of 
Transportation  and  Utilities  (AT&U) 
to  ensure  that  broad  perspectives  are 
maintained  by  those  engaged  in  major 
emergency  planning. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Fire  Officer 
Level  II,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a 
Fire  Department  Officer." 
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Public  Relations  and  Public 
Speaking 

Fire  Officer  Cl  5,  Fire  Inspector 
D18,  Fire  Investigator  FI 5,  Public 
Fire  and  Life  Safety  Educator  G6, 
Safety  Codes  Officer-Inspector 
D211,  Safety  Codes  Officer- 
Investigator  Fill 

Course:  Upon  completion  of  this 
course  the  candidate  will  have: 

► a working  knowledge  of  public 
relations  in  the  fire  service; 

► communication  concepts,  language 
perceptions; 

► listening; 

► personal  image; 

► presentation  types; 

► delivery  of  presentations; 
persuasion  and  interviewing. 

This  course  will  require  the  candidate 
to  prepare  and  deliver  public  speaking 
assignments  for  various  target 
audiences.  This  course  will  require 
the  candidate  to  prepare  and  deliver 
public  speaking  assignments  for 
various  target  audiences. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Fire  Officer 
Level  II,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a 
Fire  Department  Officer.

Fire  Protection  Administration  and 
Personnel  Management 
Fire  Officer  C16 

Course:  This  two  segment  course 
will  initially  address  the  adminis- 
tration of  emergency  resources  at  an 
international  level  with  a narrowing 
Canadian  focus  on  trends  in  "tough 
times"  financing  and  Labour 
Relations.  Particular  attention  will  be 
paid  to  human  resource  perspectives 
through  modem  deployment  analysis 


and  approaches  to  organization 
discipline  the  stressed  atmospheres. 
The  main  emphasis  will  be  on 
problem  solving. 

The  personnel  management  segment 
of  the  course  will  provide  mid-level 
managers  and  supervisors  with  the 
skills  to  perform  effective  personnel 
interviews,  evaluations  and  team 
building,  and  how  to  constructively 
reflect  society's  values  through  fair 
hiring  and  promotion  with  a particular 
emphasis  on  women  and  visible 
minorities.  The  final  segment  will 
deal  with  career  development  and  the 
human  side  of  resource  development. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Fire  Officer 
Level  II,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a 
Fire  Department  Officer." 


Public  Finance  and  Budgeting 
Fire  Officer  Cl  8,  Fire  Inspector 
D1 7,  Fire  Investigator  FI  4 

Course:  This  course  is  an 
introduction  to  the  preparation  of 
budgets  in  a public  environment.  The 
course  is  recommended  for  any  Fire 
Officer  involved  in  the  budgeting 
process  and  the  development  of  the 
budget  from  the  supervisory  to 
administrative  levels.  Candidates  will 
need  to  quantify  business  plans  into 
budgets  in  order  to  apply  for  funds 
from  the  funding  institutions  that 
support  fire  services. 

Upon  successful  completion  of  this 
course,  students  will  be  able  to: 

► describe  department  budget  process 
and  its  impact  on  the  unit  operation. 

► describe  the  functions  and 
differences  between  capital  and 
operating  budgets. 

► identify  the  revenue  sources  for  the 
authority  having  jurisdiction. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
succesfully  completed  the  1001  Fire 
Fighter  Series  or  be  currently  serving 
as  a Fire  Department  Officer. 


Special  Requirement:  Candidates 
are  asked  to  bring  a calculator." 


Legal  Aspects  of  Fire  Protection 
Fire  Officer  Cl  9 

Course:  This  Canadian  "first"  in  fire 
protection  law  will  provide  invaluable 
direction  for  senior  emergency 
managers. 

Part  1 of  the  course  deals  with: 

► an  overview  of  the  Canadian  legal 
system  including  civil  versus 
criminal  and  quasi  criminal 
liability,  judicial  framework, 
procedures,  sources,  and  the 
doctrine  of  precedent, 

► the  legal  foundations  of  fire 
protection  and  constitutional 
jurisdiction, 

► administrative  law,  statutory 
delegates  and  judicial  control. 

Part  2 deals  with  civil  liability: 

► introduction  to  tort  law,  negligence 
including  duty  of  care,  standard  of 
care,  causation  and  remoteness  plus 
intentional  torts, 

► liability  for  municipal  decision 
making,  and  liability  of  the  rescuer, 

► liability  for  performance  of 
emergency  services,  duty  of  rescue, 
rescuers  standard,  vicarious 
liability,  statutory  protection, 
intervening  forces. 

Part  3 deals  with  practical  appli- 
cations in  the  following  areas: 

► interplay  between  arson  as  a crime 
and  as  the  foundation  of  a lawsuit, 

► burden  and  elements  of  proof, 

► case  studies, 

► evidentiary  considerations  in  fire 
law,  types  of  evidence,  exclusion  of 
evidence,  ordinary  and  expert 
witnesses,  examination  in  chief, 
cross  and  re-examination,  questions 
from  the  bench,  and  examinations 
for  discovery. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  have 
successfully  completed  Fire  Officer 
Level  IV,  or  be  currently  serving  as  a 
Fire  Department  Officer." 
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The  Alberta  Building  Code 

Fire  Inspector  DA,  Fire  Investigator 
FA,  Public  Fire  Educator  G8,  Safety 
Codes  Officer-Inspector  DA,  Safely 
Codes  Officer-Investigator  FA 

Course:  This  course  introduces  such 
topics  as: 

► the  legislation  that  interrelates  the 
Alberta  Building  Code  and  the 
Safety  Codes  Officer  in  the  fire 
discipline. 

► fire  safety  as  addressed  in  the 
Alberta  Fire  Code; 

► the  relationship  between  the 
Alberta  Fire  Code  and  the  Alberta 
Building  Code. 

The  majority  of  this  course  is 
dedicated  to  a thorough  review  of 
Parts  1 , 2,  and  3 of  the  Alberta 
Building  code.  This  is  followed  by  a 
highlighted  review  of  Parts  5,  6,  7,  8, 
and  9. 

Upon  completion  of  this  course,  the 
candidate  will  gain  a knowledge  of  the 
inter-relationship  between  the  Alberta 
Fire  Code  and  the  Alberta  Building 
Code  and  how  the  Alberta  Building 
Code  applies  to  existing  buildings.

Extinguishers  types  used  will 
include  water,  CO2,  and  dry  chemical 
up  to  14  kg. 

Prerequisites:  Candidates  must  be  a 
member  of  an  Industrial  Fire  Brigade 
or  industrial  personnel  assigned  fire 
protection  duties.  ■ 


Industrial  Fire  Fighter  Part  IA 
(Self-Contained  Breathing 
Apparatus  Course) 

Course:  This  8-hour  course  will 
provide  the  candidate  with  basic 
knowledge  in  the  use,  care,  and 
maintenance  of  different  types  of  self- 
contained  breathing  apparatus. 

All  candidates  must  wear  breathing 
apparatus  in  a smoke-filled 
environment  in  order  to  pass  the 
course.

Industrial  Pump  Operator 

Course:  Designed  for  fire  brigade 
members  and  pump  operators. 
Classroom  and  practical  instruction  is 
given  on  pumping  engines,  designs, 
accessories,  and  principles  of 
operation.  Water  movement, 
industrial  site,  working  pressures,  and 
developing  effective  fire  streams  will 
also  be  studied.  Demonstrations  and 
practical  exercises  emphasize 
effective  methods  of  supplying  a 
pumper  from  hydrants  and  static 
sources.

Course:  This  in-depth  course  is 
designed  specifically  for  licensed 
Heavy  Duty  and  Motor  mechanics 
who  will  be  involved  with  the 
maintenance  and  repair  of  fire 
department  apparatus.  Students  will 
obtain  the  knowledge  and  practical 
skills  required  to  maintain  and  repair 
pumper  fire  apparatus,  initial  attack 
fire  apparatus,  mobile  water  supply 
fire  apparatus,  aerial  ladder  and 
elevating  platform  fire  apparatus,  and 
fire  department  portable  pumping 
units.  Service  tests  of  pumps  on  fire 
apparatus,  and  fire  department  aerial 
devices  will  be  performed.  This 
course  consists  of  the  following 
modules: 

► drive  train  system  and  air  brakes 
(36  hours),  includes  Allison 
transmission,  air  brakes,  PTO's 
transfer  cases,  and  hydraulics; 

► gas  and  diesel  engine  systems 
(36  hours),  includes  tune-ups, 
governors,  starting  and  charging 
systems,  and  auxiliary  cooling 
systems;  and 

► fire  pumps  and  controls  (72  hours), 
includes  maintenance  testing  and 
overhaul  of  pumps,  governor, 
pump  drives,  and  valves. 

Lecture  and  shop  time  will  be  divided 
equally.

Fire  Extinguisher  inspection  and 
Maintenance  (40  hours) 

Course:  This  course  focuses  on  the 
proper  procedure  for  inspecting, 


maintaining,  servicing,  and  hydrostatic 
testing  fire  extinguishers,  as  well  as 
the  recognized  standard  for  the 
selection  and  installation  of 
extinguishers.  Utilizing  bar  code 
technology,  students  will  learn  how  to 
set  up,  maintain  and  manage  proper 
fire  extinguisher  records  and 
inspection  tags. 

Individuals  involved  in,  or  wanting  to 
be  involved  in,  the  servicing,  re- 
charging, testing,  repairing,  and 
overhauling  of  fire  extinguishers  will 
want  to  take  this  course.  Individuals 
currently  working  in  certified  shops  or 
wishing  to  enter  the  industry,  as  well 
as  private  or  corporate  sector 
organizations  that  want  to  provide 
proprietary  servicing,  would  also 
benefit  from  taking  this  course. 

Candidates  successfully  completing 
both  written  and  practical  exams  will 
be  awarded  the  Portable  Fire 
Extinguisher  Technician 
Certification.  ■ 


Fire  Fighter  and  Emergency 
Medical  Services  Technician 
Diploma  Program  (42  weeks) 

This  is  a full-time  residency  program. 

Course:  This  demanding  equal 
opportunity  program  is  designed  for 
individuals  wishing  to  prepare  for  a 
career  in  the  field  of  fire  fighting  and 
emergency  medical  services. 
Following  the  direction  received  from 
an  industry  based  advisory  committee. 
Lakeland  College  offers  the  Fire 
Fighter  and  Emergency  Medical 
Services  Technician  program,  in 
partnership  with  the  Alberta  Fire 
Training  School  and  the  Southern 
Alberta  Institute  of  Technology. 

Graduates  will  be  prepared  to  enter 
careers  in  municipal,  airport,  or 
industrial  fire  fighting  and/or 
emergency  medical  responder 
services,  or  as  loss  prevention 
technicians. 

This  program  contains  three  major 


components: 

a.  Fire  Fighter  - includes  the  National 
Fire  Protection  Association  1001 
courses  delivered  by  the  Alberta 
Fire  Training  School. 

b.  Emergency  Medical  Services  - 
Includes  the  Emergency  Medical 
Technician  program  delivered  by 
the  Southern  Alberta  Institute  of 
Technology. 

c.  Related  Subjects  - Includes 
computer  skills,  communication, 
and  public  relations  courses 
delivered  by  Lakeland  College. 

The  course  work  covered  at  the 
Alberta  Fire  Training  School  and 
Lakeland  College  is  a combination  of 
theory  and  practical  application. 
Students  further  advance  their  skills 
through  practicums  at  emergency 
medical  and/or  fire  departments. 

P re  req  u is  ites : C andidates  must : 

► be  1 8 years  of  age, 

► have  a valid  Class  4 or  5 driver’s 
licence, 

► high  school  diploma  with  at  least 
50%  in  English  30  (65%  in

► CPR  Level  C - dated  within  six 
months  of  the  program’s 
commencement. 

Special  Requirements:  It  is  strongly
